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THE FUR TRADE. 

Neture’s products, such as 
coal and gold, together with grain, 
stock and dairy produce would form 
rather an extraordinary list o° écono- 
mics on which to uild)even an Alberta 
town. Edmovton ha® more than these, 
for to this list can be added raw 
furs, the trade connecied with which 
means a source of considerable revenue 
to the town and one which is fairly 
well distributed tbroughout the com- 
munity. : e 4 

Away back in the 7's fur traders, 
called at that time “free traders,” in 
contra distinction to those connected 
with the Hudson’s Bay Company, made 
their way across the plains to “Fort 
Garry,” or Winnipeg, to sell the furs 
which they had bartered fer -goods, 
purchase the year’s provisions, and to 
replenish their siock of merchandise. 

At that time Northwest traders sp 
far off as Lac la Biche wended their 
way towards the Red River. From the 
west came buffalo robes, from Fort 
Benton, and trappers and traders with 
peltries from Jasper House. 

That has all changed. Civilization has 
come westward hand in hand with 
trade and commerce. So that as a supe 
ply depot for those trading in the Shs- 
katchewan valley, Edmonton has tak- 
en the place of Winnipeg. More than 
this, the restless and adventurous, as 
heretofore have outstripped civiliza- 
tion and the trader is found at every 
favorable spot throughout the Peace, 
the Athabasca and the Mackenzie dis- 
tricts, from the “Bulls Head,” in the 
Rockies to within a short distance of 
the Arctic shores. 

The supplies for the trade o" ibis vast 
territory are procured in Edmonion. 
The major part of the result of this 
trade is disposed of in. open, market 
here. : 

In 1902 the selection of waresy dif- 
fers from that which satisfied the na- 
tive even twenty-five years ago, when 
tea and sugar were luxuries and flour 
was in the wedding cake class and soap 
was “looked at” wilh suspicicn, for 
now the up-to-daie trader carries 
everything in dry gopds from 
ladies’ conservatory and Stet- 
son’s cowboy hats to “boiled’’ 
shirts; in grogeries from salt to can- 
ned goods; zaddlery, hardware, farm 
machinery, drugs, phonographs. All 
purchased in Edmonton. 

This does rot include the supplies 
and product o° the tur tirade carried 
on by the fathers of this industry, the 
Hudson’s Bay Co., who formerly were 
alone in the “north” but now have op- 
pagsition on every side. The supplies 
for their establishmenis which are im- 
ported aud the peltries, which are ex- 
ported, all pass through Edmonton and 
being carried by overland transport to 
the Athabasea Landing afford a con- 
siderable means of revenue to those en- 
gaged in freighting. 

in addition to ihe overland carriage 
the water transport is an important 
feature. This is the means of afford 
ing employment to boat builders at the 
Athabasca ‘Landing and gives occups- 
tion for the season to a large pumiber 
of bostmen or “voyageurs,” who navi- 
gate small crafts, carrying from 8 to 
10 tons and propelled with sweep, oar 
and “tracking line,” up and down the 
rivers not well suited for s.eamboat- 
ing on account of numerous’ rapids 
and “falls.” Beiow the mouth of Clear 
Water river, on the Aihabasca, io 
Smith Lunding, on the Great Slave 
river, there are three steamboats and 
from Fort Smith, ihat is the north end 
of the Smith Poriage to ort) Good 
Hope and Peei’s river three other 
steamers are operating, all int opt 
nection with ihe fur trade 

The firms engaged in purchasing raw 
furs are the locai houses of the Hud- 
sob’s Bay Company, McDougall & Se- 
cord, and the Biackfriars Steamship 
Company. : 

Of the ouiside bhouses Ullman. & Sons, 
of St. Paul, have Thos. Hourston. as 
resident agent; McMillan & Co., of Min- 
neapolis, who bhavyua representative 
each season; Wolison, buyer for Hers- 
kovitz & Roth, of New York. 

The mode of selling is 
but by private tender. The trader’ or 
owner of a coliection of‘furs on his 
f&rrival takes his bales or packages to 
one of the dealer’s warehouses where he 
opens them up. All the intending pur- 
chasers are votified and invited io in- 
spect them. The buyers examine and 
grade and tuke count of every skin so 
graded in the lot, each taking his turn 
as the other has compleied the  sori- 
ing. When all the dealers have fig- 
ured up and made up their minds what 
they will bid, their offer is wriiten on 
a slip of paper which is folded and 
handed at one time iothe owner or 
some oue deputed for ihe purpose. The 
bids are read aloud and the highest bid- 
der takes the loc for which he immedi- 
ately gives his cheque, and the furs are 
his. In ye case is a second bid allowed, 
it being clearly understood that the lot 
falls to the highest bidder at iirst of- 
fer. !

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Emigration from New York. 

Toronto, Aug. 7.—Prospects are that 
4,000 or 5,000 persons will leave the 
northern part of New York state 
during the next pear ia setile on the 
fertile prairie of the Northwest. To- 
day over 700 New York farmers, wives 
and daughters were here on an excur- 
sick and sought information asio the 
mode of securing land as well as the 
quickest way of reaching the favored 
territory. The question of removal is 
being widely discussed by the farmers 
of northern New York state.

| A MISSIONARY FROM LESSER SLAVE LAKE 

The Venerable Archdeacon Holmes 
arrived on Thursday trom his mission 
at Lesser Slave lake, where he has been 
stationed for 16 years. 

The mission is located on the north 
side of Buffalo lake, a small lake at 
the west end of Lesser Slave lake. The 
site, which was chasen by, thei arch- 


deacon, is a very pretty ono and ad- 
mirahly adapted for the purpose inr 
tended. The sail is 2 sandy loam and 
very preductive. Good crops are now 
raised every year though at first this 
was not the case. 

The buildings connected with the 
Anglican mission are; A ¢hurch, log 
buiiding, 24x30, with chancel, a par- 
sonage (frame), storehouses and school. 
A new building 42x52 feet, two stor- 
ies, is heing erected) for the school. As 
high as fifty children have been kept, 
clothed and boarded on the premises. 
The average attendance is forty. 

Pierce’s saw mill which had bean 
operating at Lesser Slave lake for some 
time, was purchased by Mr. Holmes 
this summer and will he a great con- 
venience to the mission and those con- 
nected with it. It will be operated on 
the Heart river down which the saw 
logs will he floated. : 

The past two seasons have been rainy 
and high water prevailed throughout 
the country. This summer Slave lake 
is higher than ever. 


Since the mission was sfarfed 16 
years ago, great changes have taken 
place. Formerly there was little or no 
land cultivated and the natives lived 
mostly on the north side of the lake. 
They are now leaving and settling 
along the country drained by the Heart 
river where they are commencing io 
cultivate considerable land. 


No frost has ‘been experienced this 
summer. At the mission garden every- 
thing is flourishing. Though the sea- 
son was rot an early one and the first 
part was wet and cold, new potatoes 
were in use the second week in Jul-., 
Before Mr. Holmes left on July 28th 
cauliflowers, cabbage and. peas were be- 
ing used. ; 

The population is about stationary. 

The work doue on the road between 
Lesser Slave lake and Peace river last 
season was the best that could be done 
for the money expended, but much im- 
provement is st-ll required on this 
trail over which there is a great deal 
of traffic. ; nf 

The Roman Catholic mission ts locat- 
ed aon the east side oi Buffalo lake 
where they have a large establishment 
ard excellent garden. 

There are Anglican missions, with 
boarding schools in connection, .- at 
Vermilion, Peace river and Wabiscaw 
where the attendance respectively is 
22, 9 and 24.. at 

The mail service, said) the archdeacon, 
is very unsatisfactory and worse than 
formerly. The community is some 
times without a mail for three months 
and suffers much cnnoyance, inconven- 
ience and often loss for want of postal 


facilities. ‘

I am directed to call your attention 
to the importation ot purebred rams, 
under gcvernment auspices, which will 
be carried on under an arrangement 
with the Canadian Pacitic Raiiway 
Company, whereby the rams (which 
must be delivered at some convenient 
paint on the said raifway ia Ontario) 
are gathered and forwarded by carioad 
lets to the West in charge of a reliable 
man and distributed at desired points 
upon the C. P. R, main line or branches 
in the Territories, The government 
and railway campany defray al! expen- 
ses over andabove the sum, of $2 per 
head, which must be deposited by the 
applicant, As soon as parties are in 
a position to muke application to the 
cepartment for the transportation of 
stock, blank forme will, upon notifica-

Commericla, Aug. 9. 

Wheat.—The wheat markets dur- 
jing the past week have continued to 
decline daily with scarcely the Jeast 
sign of reaction. Crop weather every- 
where has been favorable, and the 
volume of trade extremely light. The 
consequence is that in the American 
speculative markets there has only 
been one way to the course of prices 
and that has been downward. The de- 
cline in these markets as shawn by 
the quotations. at the close of yester- 
day’s ‘business is 2c to 21-2 on the 
week. The cause of the decline seems 
sunply lack of support~ owing to the 
fine prospects for the spring wheat 
crop, and also for the corn crop, the 
decline of 6c in the price of September 
corr ip Chicago during the week hayv- 
ing contributed to the weakness in 
wheat. Notwithstanding the low point 
which wheat prices for future delivery 
have arrived at the prices for cash 
wheat remain high owing to scarcity. 
In Chicago ard Dyinth duriag the 
week cash wheat has sold at 4c to 5c 
per bushel cvar the September option 
and in Minneapolis, 9, to 10c over. 
This is owing tog the scarcity of old 
wheat, If anything should happen to 
depreciate the present fine prospect 
for the spring wheat crop a sharp ad- 
vance in iutures would probably take 
place. At the stage at which the spring 
wheat has arrived, it would scarcely 
be possible under the most favorable 
conditions to improve the prospect 
further, so that “ny change in weath- 
er conditions would probably be for 
the worse, and much may happen be- 
tween now and the time when the 
crap will all be safely gathered. 
The demand from Europe for wheat 
has been very quiet for sometime but 
in the last few. days a, gopd deal of 
export business is reported from the 
seaboard, Broomball reports bad 
harvest weather this week in the Un- 
ited Kingdom, and this, with small 
stocks of old wheet everywhere, «nd 
law prices on this side for future de- 
livery easily leads to demand which 
again may lead to a reaction in the 
price of fytures, The American vis- 
ible supply only increased 361,000 bus. 
last week against an increase of gover 
1,000,000 ‘byshels last year, and the 
total new stands at 21,973,000 hushels, 
against 30,369,000 ‘bushels last year, 
and 47,594,000 ‘bushels in 1900. The 
Argentine is only exporting now about 
an average of 50,000 bushels per week 
and will not have new wheat until 
January, the latest reports of that 
crop are not favorable, Australia has 
dropped out of the export ranks en- 
tirely owing to the bad prospects for 
her next crop and is now importing 
floyr and wheat on a small scale, 
European requirements for the com- 
ing twelve months are estiggated at 
only a little less than for the past 
year and America will be called on tg 
fill the mast of them, so that very 
cheap wheat does not seem to be a 
necessity, and it is nat likely that the

off will let much of their wheat fo at 
low. prices, The visible supply increas- 
ed 381,000 bushels last week, against 
an igcrease of 1,176,000 bushels the 
previous week, and an increase pf 1,-

The 
farmers in each logality are expected 
to take steps to decide how, many men 
are want-d at each railway poini and 
to let the C. P. R. authorities in Win- 
nipeg know by delegate or otherwise. 
If the Edmonton farmers do ibis no 
doubt they will be considered as well 
as those at other points, provided they 
speak iv time. Lut they must speak 
quick or they will be ioo late. The C. 
P. R. only agrees to send the men as 
far west as Mcose Jaw, but this need 
not interfere with their tilling a de- 
finite demaud at a point still iurther 
west. The matter resis with the farm- 
ers themselves, but whatever is done 
must be done quickly.

PUREBRED STOCK. 

Wim. Sharman, representing the pure- 
bred cattle |. reedere’ association of 
Manitoba, arrived on Tuesday’s train 
to attend the Fort Saskatchewan fair. 
During the preseni- season Mr. Shar- 
man brought 76 head of purebred cat- 
tle, chiefly bulls, into the Territories 
from Manitoba, They included Shori- 
horns, Herefords, Polled Angus, and 
Ayrshires.

C. & E. These included a few cows for 
Jas. Tough, of Long Lake. The rail- 
way company has made it very, con- 
venient for handling this class of 
stock. They allow a car load ta be 
picked up at various points along any 
line, and to be distributed in the same 
way. Ordinarily the railway will only 
load a car at one point and unload it 
at another, but they let that ruleslide 
in the interests of thoroughbred, stock. 


Mr. Sharman hos just. come from the 
Regina exhioition. There was a large 
attendance but the show of stock was 
small. People were too busy with iheir 
summer faliows and with haying to 
take the necessary tromble with their 
stock. Four men showed Shorthorns 
and two shgwed Herefords. There was 
no competition in grade cattle. No 
sheep were shown, and the shew of hogs 
was much smaller than at Edmonton, 
although some good animals 
showin. 


Speaking of the crops, the Regina and 
Moose Jaw districts bid fair to have an 
even larger crop than last year. They

Londox, Aug. 7.—It is understood Mr. 
Chamberlain has agreed to urge the 
British cabinet to cgntribute one-half 
whatever Caoada contributes tewards 
the new fast mail service, which, im 
case of the acceptance of the Canadian 
Pacific service, means a Rritish sub- 
sidy of £88,000 and a Canadian subsidy 
o} £177,000. In case the Allans and 
Elder-Dempster offer is accepted, the 
propgrtions will be, British £100,000 
pod Canadian £200,000, The state- 
ments being put about in interested 
quarters that Mr. Chamberlain declar- 
ed he would never assent to one penny 
of a British subsidy for a Canadian 
Pacific service are absolutely untrue.

Ottawa, Aug. 7.—Mr. W. L. Griffith, 
Canadian government agent in Wales, 
has just returned from a visit tg the 
Welsh Patagonian settlement at Sgelt 
Coats, N. W, T, 

The Welshmen pow in the West have 
proved success{gl settlers. An effort 
will be made to bring the remainder 
pf the colony nov in Patagonia io Can- 
ada, as they have suffered very much 
lately from rains and flaods, and the 
people are in a des@itute condition. 

The Chubnt Valley is again flooded. 
The melting snows in the Andes,, to- 
gether with an unusually heavy rain- 
fall, have created an overflow in the 
river which has caused the capital of 
the colony, Rawson, to be flgoded, and 
the towns of Trelew and German are 
under water, and the pcer people are 
fleeing to the hilis for shelter and 
safety, There is a scarcity of ihe 
first necessaries of life, and altogether 
the condition of the people is deplor- 
able. The disposi®ion of those remiain- 
ing in the colony will, no doubt, be io 
follew their friends to Canada, but it 
is feared they will be now in a more 
or less destitute condition, and wil] 
require assistance.
